“We find that Walter Nelson had 
unwisely entered this room without 
his safety lamp, knowing there was

“We strongly recommend that in 


future any fire boss found in any 


part of the mine without his safety 
lamp, that his certificate be cancelled 
immediately, 

“We commend the peat of 
George Lothian ‘ and John‘ Labdek, 
also the work of the Mine Rescue 
and First Aid men.”
